with fewer men and can reduce the 
cost of haying by using the sweep 
rake, says specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture in 
a new Farmers' Bulletin, No. 838, 
Harvesting Hay with a Sweep Rake. 
A two-man crew, using two sweep 
rakes and four horses, with the ave- 
rage length of haul in the Bast, can 
in a given length of time haul to the j 
barn and put into the mow by slings 
about double the amount ot hay usu- 
ally 
handled by a three-man 
crew 


working with a wagon. If the hay is 
to be stacked m the field, three times 
the amount can be handled. In this 
"case the third man will be needed on 
the stack. 


Any boy capable of driving a pair 


of horses can operate a sweep rake 
and handle considerably more hay in 
a given time than a man pitching by 
hand. On many eastern farms only a 
small amount of grass is cut at one 
time because of the uncertainty of 
the weather. Where sweep rakes are 
available more hay can be cut and 
saved because of the rapidity with 
which the hay may be hauled to the 
stack or barn.

For farm conditions as found in 


the Eastern States the specialists ad- 
vise the use of the three-wheeled or 
four-wheeled sweep rake. 
How to 


operate these simple and inexpensive 
haying tools is explained in the bul- 
letin.

Lockjaw or Tetanus Developed in the 


Wounded of the Allied Armies 
In the early period of the Euro- 


pean War, many cases of lockjaw or 
teanus developed in the wouned of 
the allied armies. 
This veiy fatal 


disease is caused by a bacillus which 
is often found m garden soil, street 
dust and m the earth in the vicinity 
of stables 
In order to cause tetanus 


the germ must lodge in a wound and 
find suitable conditions for its grow- 
th. 
Injuries in which clothing or 


foreign matter is forced widely or 
deeply into ^the tissues are the most 
dangerous because the tetanus germ 
can only flourish in places into which 
oxygen 
cannot penetiate, just as 


toadstools grow best when sheltered 
from the sun. 


As soon as the stress of war condi- 


tions permitted, all badly wounded 
men were immediately given injec- 
tions of the serum against tetanus 
as a routine proceduie to prevent this 
dreaded disease. The use of the anti 
toxin caused a prompt reduction in 
the number of cases and the control 
of tetanus m the armies can be justly 
cited as one of the ways in which 
science is helping valor to win the 
war. 


This subject-is of especial interest 


at the present season because Fourth 
' of July injuries, 
especially 
from 


blank cartridges, are apt to be follow 
ed by lockjaw if they are not prom- 
ptly and properly treated 
The gen- 


eral adoption of the "Sane Fourth" 
has done much to reduce the number 
of these accidents and suitable medi- 
cal attention has pi evented the de- 
velopment of tetanus in almost ev- 
ery instance.

K _which may occur, it seems wise to 


again warn all parents that wounds 
from toy pistols, firecrackers, and 
firearms are always dangerous and 
all persons hurt m this way, even 
though the injury appears trivial, 
should be taken at once to a com- 
petent physician for treatment, es- 
pecially to ascertain if the 
serum 


should be injected.

There are a variety of methods to 


be followed in reviewing the work of 
the past six months and to give va- 
riety. Teachers of classes, or super- 
intendents of schools, may select one 
or combine several, as their judgment 
dictates. 
Of course, the easiest way 


is to procure a good speaker who is 
familiar with the Gospel of John and 
the lessons of the past qxiarter, and 
let him bring out in the review its 
most outstanding'and salient features. 


One method would be to have one- 


minute talks either by members of the 
class or persons selected from the 
school. Each of twelve scholars could 
be assigned one minute, each to have 
one of the lessons of the past quar- 
ter. 


Another good way would be to take 


the outstanding and significant verses 
from the lessons of the quarter, not 
the golden text, but verses which seem 
to emphasize the outstanding features 
of the sis months' •work. "Behold the 
Lamb of God," (Ch. 1:36) : "Ye must 
be born again," (3:7) ; "Come see a 
man which told me all things that ever 
[ did; is not this the Christ?" (4:29) : 
"Verily, \ erily I say unto you, he that 
tieareth my word and beheveth on him 
that sent me, hath everlasting life and 
shall not come into condemnation but 
Is passed from death unto life," (5: 
24). 
"I must •work the works of him 


that sent me while it is day; the night 
cpmeth when no man can work." 


Another method of review would be, 


particularly in the adult classes, to 
have each lesson -nith its present-day 
smphasis. For instance, the past quar- 
ter: Lesson 1—The Christian in his 
dealing with blindness. 
Lesson 2— 


Modern wonders of healing and medi- 
cal missions. Lesson 3—The shep- 
herding of church members. Lesson 4 
—Do we know how to give? Lesson 5 
—Is Christ supreme in our national 
life? Lesson 6—Ambition and its cure. 
Lesson 7—The world's good springing 
from Christ. 
Lesson 8—Temperance 


reform. Lesson 9—The Holy Spirit in 
3veryday life. Lesson 10—How Christ 
Is betrayed and denied today. 
Lesson 


11—The uplifting power of the cross. 
Lesson 12—Why men believe in im- 
mortality. 


A good method of review would be 


to have someone take up each of the 
golden texts announcing it in advance 
that pupils may be prepared for this 
method. The teacher would write the 
texts of the quarter, each on a sepa- 
rate piece of cardboard, and lay them 
face down on a table; pupils would 
then draw the golden texts, one at a 
time, and tell what the lesson is to 
which this text belongs, giving as full 
an account of the lesson as possible, 
the teacher helping out with questions 
where necessari
